Thank  you  for  your  assistance  with  my  recent  inquiry.  The  day  after  you 
responded  to  me  someone  with  the  police  came  and  talked  with  the  people 
who  have  been  living  behind  our  house.  It  was  the  first  time  in  many  weeks 
that  the  black  Dodge  Durango  moved.  It  wasn't  long  before  it  was  back  (the 
next  day)  and  it  has  been  there  every  day  since.  The  green  Chevrolet  has 
also  been  behind  the  house  but  I  don't  know  if  he  has  been  sleeping  there. 

On  Sunday  morning  (May  10th)  we  noticed  something  had  been  thrown  over 
our  back  wall  into  our  yard.  See  attached  picture.  It  was  a  soiled  sleeping 
bag,  pillow,  and  some  house  insulation.  I  used  a  couple  6  foot  long  walking 
sticks  to  pick  this  stuff  up  and  push  it  back  over  the  wall  and  onto  the 
sidewalk.  Who  knows  what  kinds  of  diseases  were  on  this  stuff.  I  looked  over 
the  wall  and  took  a  picture  of  who  was  there,  the  black  Durango.  He  will 
likely  say  that  it  wasn't  him  (and  we  have  no  proof)  but  he  would  have 
reason  to  retaliate  against  us  since  he  must  know  by  now  that  we  have 
complained  about  him.  We  have  small  dogs  that  are  curious.  I  worry  that 
some  of  these  people  may  toss  food  with  poison  in  it  over  the  wall  to  sicken 
or  kill  our  animals. 

Around  4PM  that  day  I  drove  down  Valley  Circle  and  into  the  parking  lot  at 
Chatsworth  park  North  to  see  what  was  going  on  behind  our  house  without 
making  contact  with  the  people  living  behind  us.  The  black  Durango  and  the 
green  Chevrolet  were  there,  and  there  was  a  man  laying  on  the  sidewalk 
right  over  the  wall  from  our  property,  on  the  same  sleeping  bag  and  pillow 
that  had  been  in  our  yard. 

I  appreciate  anything  that  you  can  do  to  help.  If  it  was  possible  to  have 
someone  drive  by  at  night  every  other  day  and  talk  to  whoever  is  still  there 
(where  they  are  not  allowed  to  park)  that  would  be  great.  I  know  there  are 
limits  to  what  you  can  do.  Please  impress  upon  Councilman  Lee  that  this 
situation,  which  has  been  going  on  for  years,  with  people  living  in  decrepit 
motorhomes,  trailers,  tents,  and  other  makeshift  shelters  overflowing  with 
trash,  human  waste  and  other  debris,  all  over  the  valley  is  going  to  drive 
people  like  me  out  of  this  state.  For  myself  and  several  of  my  neighbors 
dealing  with  this  is  nearing  the  last  straw.  It  didn't  used  to  be  like  this,  it 
doesn't  have  to  be  like  this,  and  it  shouldn't  be  like  this.  What  has  happened 
to  this  city  in  the  past  10  years  is  a  disgrace. 

Again,  thank  you  for  your  help.  I  appreciate  anything  you  can  do  to  stop 
people  from  living  behind  our  homes  in  places  where  overnight  parking  is  not 
allowed.

I  have 
contacted  parking  enforcement  and  they  have  told  me  that  until  Mayor 
Garcetti's  loosening  of  parking  restrictions  during  the  stay  at  home 
period  have  expired  there  is  nothing  they  can  do. 

Please  see  attached  picture.  Black  Dodge  Durango  CA  lie  plate  5KV\/T139 
has  been  parked  in  the  same  location  for  at  least  3  weeks,  probably 
more.  I  don't  think  it  has  moved  an  inch  in  weeks.  White  Ford  van  has 
joined  him  this  past  week  and  has  been  staying  overnight.  Small  green 
Chevrolet  has  been  in  various  spots  overnight  in  the  area  for  a  long  time. 
The  open  field  is  being  used  as  a  bathroom  and  garbage  dump. 

We  would  like  to  be  able  to  walk  out  our  back  gate  and  go  walk  around 
Chatsworth  Park  North  but  do  not  want  to  walk  past  these  individuals, 
nor  do  we  want  them  to  know  we  have  left  the  house  unattended  and  for 
it  to  be  easy  to  know  when  we  are  coming  back. 

Please  do  what  you  can  to  encourage  these  folks  to  go  somewhere  else.
